He who 
has this life is not a nominal, but a real Christian - a Christian not in word 
and appearanee only, but in deed and in truth. He isa pure child of God,

EXPERIENCE OF PERFECT LOVE. 


C.,—T have long since resolved to do whatever 
might present itself, or be presented to my view, as duty; and 


have too much confidence in Br. C., as a’ Christian, and also in- 


his friendship for me, to think for a moment that he would so 
earnestly solicit any thing from me which he did not sk gtr as 
my duty; and I am sure, | am not ashamed of what the Lord, 
his infinite goodness, has done forme!

native village. ae soon united with the Church, went on striving to” 


do the duties of a Christian, and I believe in some measure grew 
in grace. J was often tempted to stay away from class, beceues 
to me it was a very great cross. But such was my love of the 
blessing which lay under the cross, that I despised the shame, 
and was enabled to overcome this four. or dread. I do not re- 
member that T ever absented myself from class on this account, 
remained inthe village of about cighteen months after had 
embraced religion, becoming: more and more attached to my little 
class, and the soc ety to Which T belonged. At the expiration of 
which time, I received a letter from an unele, living about eighty 
miles dictant. ofiering me one year’s tuition at se ‘hool, if I would 
come and stay with him so long. I felt it my duty to go, and 
went.

OF SANCTIFICATION, 


On my coming to this circuit, T found the people dwelling to- 
gether in unity, and very ; cenérally expecting that the ! ord was 
about more abundantly to bless his heritage. At the Michaelmas 
visitation of the classes, it was found on close inquiry, that, 
although there was much in the society over which we could. |

. , evidenee of their adoption into the family of God, and but few 
of them enjoyed the blessing of entire sanctification. Special 
attention. was therefore ‘called to these Important privileges, 
which were explained and enforced, not only in the assemblies 1 

. of the saints, but frequently on oceasions of pastoral Visitation. 

Happy effects followed: a delightful influence was felt in all the 
Ineans of grace: and the Lord added to the church daily such as 
were saved.

~ ing the prayer of the first an indescribable awe rested upon the 
assembly ; the place was indeed “ dreadful,’ and every soul 
appeared bowed down under a sense of Jehovah's presence. 
When the second pleaded with: God, an intelligent and sober 
nunded young man, who felt, as he afterwards declared, great 
objection to excitement and noise in the house of God, ened ‘with 11 
a loud voice, ‘I have got it! LT have got it!’ In a moment the 
whole assembly appeared conyulsed. Such a scene as now pre- 
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sented itself cannot be adequately described. No man moved 
froin his place; but each one seemed to lose sight of all around 
him, and to draw near the merey-seat with as much earnestness 
as if the last hour of his life had approached. “ The kingdom of 
heaven suflereth violence ;’? and on that memorable night ‘* the 
violent took it by force.”
